A short time ago the hub of the uni 


verse was visited by a terrible thunder

Our social and business 
relations of every kind became so un- 
pleasant that I have abandoned the 
company and the state ; and choose to 
liv« in a country which -Iocs not treat 
those who are engaged in developing it 
as alien enemies."

THE Gothenburg system of dealing 


with the liquor question is rational, and 
deserves a trial in this country. 
It is 


based on two great principles: First, 
that spirits shall not be sold for private 
profit, the whole gaip accruing to the 
public treasury; andj secondly, that the 
aim of the authorities shall be to dis- 
courage the consumption of spirits as 
far as possible. The Gothenburg sys- 
tem wu introduced in Stockholm in 
Ootober, 1877, and it ii said already to 
hav« been attended with most favorable 
results. The condition of Sweden, so 
far as intemperance is concerned, has 
been steadily improving during the past 
twenty-fire y«ars. Prior to 1855 the 
sale «f liquors was unchecked, the 
publio debauchery and licentiousness 
wen frightful, and the moral ruin of 
the people seemed impending. In 1855 
a Licensing act was passed. It forbad* 
the sale of liquors by the glass, except 
when takeo with meals actually eaten 
on the premises; abut up the public 
houses OD Sundays and after 10 o'clock 
at night; and permitted no brandy to be 
offered for sale within three-quarters of 
a milo of aa auction or fair. The 
Gothenburg system lately adopted is an 
improvement of this Liceasing act. 
It 


is the lelief of the authorities that, if 
the profits of the liquor traffic are 
absorbed by the public treasury, and 
the motives to increase the tales so 
diminished, intemperance will be to a 
still greater extent preventcd.-f/iicajo 
Tribute.

denomination of $5 and $10. Tho 
banks »ay they wish the money to move 
the crops.

vindication and observance of the enact- 
ments of our municipality and the laws of 
our state in all their majesty and power."
